still talking about the importance of 
the West in connection with the cam­ 
paign. He asserts that Taggart know’s 
the conditions in that sections better 
than any other man suggested for the 
place, and says that if it is desirable 
to have m^n connected with the com­ 
mittee who are in close touch with the 
financial interests an executive com­ 
mittee may be chosen to have the 
management of the campaign in the 
three Eastern states which are con­ 
sidered necessary for Democratic suc­ 
cess. 
H© expresses confidence that 
the 
endorsement which 
was given 
Taggart at St. Loui3 will not be re­ 
versed, and says that so far nothing 
has occurred to show why that action 
should not be endorsed by choosing 
Taggart for chairman. 
Mr. Taggart, it is expected, will 
meet the members of the national 
committee as they arrive here.

says that there is nothing for him 
to say now, and he does not intend to 
discuss the matter. 
Mr. Taggart is 
not going to Esopus, although it has 
been suggested to him that he should 
visit Judge Parker. 
A special invita­ 
tion from Judge Parker would alter 
his determination, but that 
is not 
looked for.

London, July 22.—The authoritative 
assurance that the Malacca will be 
released, cabled from St. Petersburg 
to the United States, does not appear 
In the British morning papers. 
Spe­ 
cial dispatches to a somewhat similar 
effect from St. Petersburg do not allay 
the alarmist views of the leading or­ 
gans, 
which construe Premier Bal­ 
four’s 
post-midnight 
announcement 
that the government had received no 
confirmation of the reported release 
of the Malacca to mean that the inci­ 
dent remains unsettled. 
Another cause for great apprehen­ 
sion is the broader question of Rus­ 
sia's right to send vessels of her vol­ 
unteer fleet through the Dardanèlles. 
A striking evidence that the danger 
of the situation has not been mitigat­ 
ed in the least so far as British offi­ 
cial and public opinion is concerned, 
Is afforded by the Daily Telegraph, 
which under a large type caption, “ An 
Acute Crisis." declares that "the re­ 
lations 
between 
Great 
Britain 
and 
Russia have reached the stage of an 
acute crisis, but behind the incident 
of the Malacca is tne far larger ques­ 
tion of the status of the so-called vol­ 
unteer fleet.

Alternative Qlven Men Employed In 


rirtlan d Mine. 


Denver, Col., July 22.—The Portland 
Mine is closed again In consequence 
of the action of ¿he military authori­ 
ties. 
The mine was giving employ­ 
ment to about 500 men. 
Squads of 
soldiers have arrested forty of these, 
including the entire mechanical force 
at the three working shafts. 
This 
comprised engineers, firemen, master 
mechanics and skilled men in other 
departments. 
The men thus sum­ 
marily removed from their labors are 
accused of no crime, the only accusa­ 
tion being that they refused to sac­ 
rifice their membership in the West­ 
ern Federation of Miners and take 
out Mine Owners’ association work­ 
ing cards. 
Six of the forty men ar­ 
rested were declared to be "all right" 
by the military board and were re­ 
leased. 
Twelve others were released 
on their own recognizance. 
Each of 
the remaining twenty-two, when ques­ 
tioned, admitted that he had intended 
to quit work on the Portland, but de­ 
nied knowledge of the others’ plans. 
It is alleged that the union men 
working in the mechanical department 
were to walk out in a body. 
There 
are said to have been about 100 union 
miners still at work on the Portland 
who have not teken out Mine Owners’ 
association cards, and will now be 
required to lake out such cards or 
leave the district.

& Richmond Traction conqiany the 
road w’iil be one of the finest and 
most complete in the United States. 
The Richmond Item appropriately 
says among other tilings that Indiana 
lias now become one of the greatest 
trolley States in the Union. 
This is 
due to the very liberal laws for such 
corporations, the great wealth of the 
State, the need of transportation facil- 
fcies, the number of large and thriving 
communities in the State, the rapid 
development of all lines of indust­ 
ries, and the few natural obstacles to 
railroad construction. 
There are many electric railroads 
projected and being built in Indiana, 
but none in a country so free from 
railroad competition as this one will 
be. 
The land is remarkably fertile and 
yields much produce, which has to 
he hauled often as far as fifteen miles 
before it can he shipped. 
This one 
fact must he considered in estimating 
the revenue for the C ., G. & R. T rac­ 
tion company. 
One of the most important features 
of the C ., G. & R. is that the road 
will run from four to eighteen miles 
from any competing road (steam or 
electric), and nine towns w ill be given 
an outlet that otherwise are isolated. 
The popluation served by the C ., G. 
& R. is about, one thousand per mile, 
and the character of the people is such 
that this number is more acceptable 
than would be five thousand of some 
other class, for the resaon that they 
are a traveling public, are refined, 
well-to-do and for the most part live 
in splendid homes, well kept. 
The C .. G. R. 
will be substantially 
constructed and equipped with roll­ 
ing stock in keeping with the condi­ 
tions and demands. 
Electric locomo­ 
tives will be provided for handling 
freight. 
The passenger traffic can not he 
other than heavy, by reason of the 
exclusive territory and the good towns 
and thickly inhabited rural section of 
one of the best agricultural parts of 
Indiana. It is intended to provide cars 
with such comforts as will induce long 
distance travel, as w ill be seen by the 
description of cars planned by the me­ 
chanical engineer. 
Probably the most distinct feature 
in connection with the new’ road is 
that it will [be operated the entire 
distance over a private right-of-way. 
A strip of land sixty feet wide and 
eighty miles long will be purchased. 
The strip will traverse the entire or 
jiarts of Bartholomew, Decatur, Rush, 
Fayette, Union and Wayne counties. 
The cars will be exceptionally long, 
sixty feet and finished in a most com­ 
fortable and 
up-to-date style.

road will also he equipped with cars 
for the handling of freight, baggage 
and express.

ing residences. 
Visitors to the house 
were refused admittance, being in­ 
formed by an old family servant that 
the baroness, had left Rouen some 
time ago and would return within a 
week. 
Neither Mrs. Maybrick nor the 
baroness went outside the ground of 
the residence today*

Indianap olis, July 21.—One of the 
most Interesting feat res of the Re­ 
p ublican legislativ e conv ention here 
was the number of old scores ev ened 
up . 
A year ago, it will be rem em ­ 
bered, sev eral thousand Rep ublicans 
bolted the city ticket, thereby causing 
the defeat of Bookwalter for mayor. 
The ring leader of the socalled anti 
mov ement was Charles Martindale, a 
member of one of the oldest and most 
p rominent Rep ublican families here. 
He simp ly gloried In the defeat of 
the Bookwalter crowd, but now the 
laugh is on the other side. 
He wanted 
the nomination for the senate, but he 
nev er had a ghost of a show, for there 
were a lot of Bookwalter’s loyal fol- 
lo\ ars in the conv ention, and they 
saw to it that he was nev er near the 
front. 
He receiv ed three and a half 
v otes on the last ballot. 
Others who 
bolted the city ticket a year ago had 
reason to rem em ber it with regret 
yesterday, for the old crowd got good 
and ev en with sev eral p eop le who had 
boasted that they had p ut the Book­ 
walter ring to rout. 
Bookwalter was 
not a delegate, but he was on the 
floor throughout the conv ention. 


Scattered ov er the conv ention hall 
here yesterday afternoon were hand­ 
bills 
containing 
the 
following: 
"H arry New for Senator. 
My Dear 
Cap tain 
English—I 
most 
sincerely 
hop e you may be nominated for the 
s ta ts senate, as I hav e not the least 
doubt you will be. 
I hop e that ev ery

The abov e was an excerp t from a let­ 
ter receiv ed by Cap tain English from 
one he receiv ed In rep ly from Cap tain 
New, whom he informed that he would 
sup p ort for the United States senate 
through thick and thin. 
It was this 
letter of New’s that caused him to be 
regarded as a candidate for the United 
States senate. 
Cap tain English and 
the men who help ed him thought it 
would land him the nomination, but 
it was not strong enough. 


The result of the conv ention, which 
was one of intense interest to Rep ubli­ 
can leaders throughout the state, has 
added a feather to the cap of Joe 
Kealing, the "big chief" of the Fair­ 
banks crowd. 
His slate went through 
p ractically intact.

Successfully Turned by Jap - 
f anese—Russians Driv en 
Back For Miles. 


ON THE ROAD TO MUKDEN 


Persistent H um ors R each St. Peters* 
b u rg o f Im p orta nt Jap anese 
Success. 


O ther R ep orts F rom Scenes of W ar 
Indicate Steady Jap anese 
Adv ance. 


St. Petersburg, July 22.—The most 
sensational p iece of news from the 
front is the disp atch from Liao Yang 
dated July 20, regarding a p ersistent 
rum or that the Jap anese hav e broken 
through the Russian left wing between 
the resp ectiv e p ositions of Lieutenant 
General 
Count 
Keller 
and 
General 
Rennenkamp ff and are marching up on 
Mukden. 
The rep ort receiv ed from 
General Kurop atkin bearing the same 
date says that there has been no 
change of imp ortance in tne situation, 
and a close study of the dates shows 
that the rum or p robably refers to the 
Jap anese 
adv ance 
against 
General 
Rennenkamp ff on the northern Sama- 
itsza-Liao Yang road, then they drov e 
the Russians back as far as Houtsi- 
atsze, twenty-six miles east of Liao 
Yang. 


Port A rthur Pa pe r. 
Chefoo, July 22.—According to the 
Nov oe Krae, a Jap anese fleet com­ 
p osed of six cruisers, fiv e gunboats 
and twenty torp edo boats was seen 
in the morning of July 10 to the south­ 
east. 
Part of the Russian fleet mov ed 
to the entrance of the harbor. 
The 
Jap anese torp edo boats then ap p roach­ 
ed and were fired up on by the gun­ 
boat Giliak and the cruiser Diana. 
The Jap anese v essels retired. 
At 5 
o’clock in the afternon sev eral torp edo 
boats again ap p roached Port Arthur 
and the ci iser Nov ik with an escort 
of torp edo boats adv anced and the 
enemy retired the second time. 
Dur­ 
ing the night of July 10 sixteen Jap ­ 
anese torp edo boats formed for an at­ 
tack. 
They were, howev er, discov ­ 
ered by the searchlights and retired 
under a heav y fire from the forts. 
At 
a late hour that same night a single 
torp edo boat made for the entrance of 
the harbor at full sp eed, but also re­ 
tired under fire. 
Two W hitehead tor­ 
p edoes which had failed to reach the 
cruisers at which they had been dis­ 
charged by the Jap anese were found 
the next day at the entrance to the 
harbor. 
On July 11 the Jap anese fir­ 
ing from the sea stop p ed and the 
troop s ascended Kinsan heights, from 
the sum m it of which rap id fire guns 
were used against the Russians. 
Dur­ 
ing the ev ening of the 11th the Rus­ 
sian batteries sent many shells from 
three p ositions against the Jap anese 
on these heights. 
This fire was v ery 
effectiv e. 
Later the Russian reserv es 
accomp anied by bands of music be­ 
gan a mov ement toward Ludsigdao.

Lincoln. Neb., July 22.—W. J. Bry ­ 
an's plan for the reformation of the 
Democracy was giv en publicity y es­ 
terday . bn it Mr. Bry an fav ors radical 
changes, but adv ocates the election of 
Judge Parker for president as a good 
beginning. He declares for state own­ 
ership of railroads, gov ernment con­ 
trol of telegraphs, abolishment of the 
priv ate monopoly , fav ors the income 
tax and election of federal judges by 
the people. 
The money question is 
for the present in abey ance. The pro­ 
duction has lessened the strain upon 
the dollar, and while bimetallism is as 
sound in theory as it ev er was, the 
necessity for it is not so apparent 
But 
while 
the 
people 
cannot 
be 
brought at this time to consider the 
v arious phases of the money question, 
they can he brought to consider cer­ 
tain other questions with which the 
Democratic party must deal. 
The contest abov e outlined must be 
made whether the party wins in No­ 
v ember or not. 
A single election is 
but an incident in the life of a party . 
For more than a century the Demo­ 
cratic party 
has stood for certain 
great 
ideas. 
Jefferson founded It, 
Jackson defended it. and ev en Clev e­ 
land could not destroy it. If Mr. Park­ 
er is elected,- his administration will 
rid us of imperialism and of the threat 
of a race issue and giv e us greater 
freedom in the taking up of economic 
questions. 


Russi an Exci tement Abates. 
St. Petersburg, July 22.—The scare 
ov er the Malacca incident has giv en 
way to a calmer and more rational 
v iew. The feeling in high official cir­ 
cles, where an ex act knowledge of the 
attitude of the gov ernment ex ists, is 
that the case will he speedily and 
satisfactorily 
adjusted. 
The 
main 
difficulty is the ex cited state of public 
feeling in the two countries, but the 
Russian gov ernment under the direct 
inspiration of the emperor, who is 
personally anx ious to av oid grounds 
for a quarrel, is apparently ready to 
meet Lreat Britain in the most friend­ 
ly spirit. 
To the emperor primarily , 
but also in large degree to Foreign 
Minister Lamsdorff, is due the credit 
for restraining the chauv inistic spirit 
of a certain element which talks light­ 
ly of the possibility of war.
